Resolution

Albany, N. Y.; March 29.—With the 
resignation from the senate today of 
Potham P. Allds, his conviction by 
an overwhelming vote an hour later 
on the charge of accepting a $1,000 
bribe back in 1901 to affect legisla­ 
tion, and 
preliminary steps taken 
to prefer charges against Senator Ben 
Conger, and force him from the sen­ 
ate, the remarkable bribery trial be­ 
fore the senate which has for eight 
weeks had the interest of the entire 
state and multiplied the woes of the 
“Grand Old Party,” came to a dra­ 
matic close this afternoon. ^ 
Forty senators Voted to sustain tin* 
charges against Senator Allds. Of this 
number 
twenty-nine 
were 
republi­ 
cans and eleven democrats, nine sen­ 
ator! voted against sustaining th** 
charges. Of these four were republi­ 
cans and five democrats. 
Not one of the republican senators 
who placed the seal of doom upon 
the political career and ambitions of 
Senator Allds, who less than three 
months ago was elected president 
pro tem and leader of the senate, 
rose to explain 
his 
vote. 
Senator 
Bracken, Binman, Cobb, Davenport 
ami Newcomb, all who have been 
prominent in the discussions growing 
out of the trial, answered with a 
monosyllable when the roll was call­ 
ed. 
Two of the senators who voted to 
sustain Senator Allds explained their 
votes by declaring that they felt com­ 
pelled to disregard all collateral mat­ 
ters and judge the case on the bare 
evidence and that they could not 
force themselves to the belief that 
the specific bribery charge had been 
proved. These men were Thomas F. 
Grady of New York, Democrat, and 
Herbert B. Coats of Franklin, repub­ 
lican. 
Republicans, from only three of 
the districts where the so-called ‘‘re­ 
publican Guard” holds forth, voted 
with senator Allds. They were Sena­ 
tor Coats, a new man who comes 
from the northern part of the state, 
where George R. Malby holds the 
reins; William J. Grattan of the Al­ 
bany district, the stamping ground of 
William Barnes, Jr., and Hendrick 
Holden of Syracuse, where Francis 
Hendricks, one of the republican war 
horses, is the leader. 
A resolution was introduced by 
Senator Cobb .the majority leader, 
providing for the appointment of a 
committee to present to the 
senate 
charges against Conger, “growing out 
of his connection with legislation and 
the use of funds 
to 
influence 
the 
members of the legislature or other 
persons with reference thereto.” 
The resolution was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. It is expected 
that the committee will report prompt 
ly to the senate. 
There seems to l>e no longer any 
doubt that the present legislature will 
conduct a general “graft” investiga­ 
tion. The scope of the investigation 
probably will enable the probers to 
go as far into the past as they wish. 
Allds’ resignation closes his case. 
AH that the senate could have done 
after, sustaining the charges against 
him would have been to put him 
out, and such a punishment his ow*n 
act forstalled. While 
bribery 
is 
a 
crime under the statutes, the allega­ 
tions against Allds concerned some­ 
thing that occurred ten years agoi 
and the statute of limitation would 
prevent any criminal prosecution, had 
any one felt inclined to bring such 
proceedings. -

to prefer charges against Senator Ben 
Conger, and force him from the sen- 
ate, the remarkable bribery trial be- 
fore the senate which has for eight 
weeks had the interest of the entire 
state and multiplied the woes o£ th< 
"Grand Old Party," came to a dra- 
matic close this afternoon. x_ 


Forty senators voted to sustain tho 


charges against Senator Allds. Of this 
number 
twenty-nine 
were 
republi- 


cans and eleven democrats, nine sen- 
ators voted against sustaining the 
charges. Of these four were republi- 
cans and five democrats. 


iXot one of the republican senators 


wlio placed the seal of doom upon 
the political career and ambitions of 
Senator Allds, who less than three 
months ago was elected president 
pro tern and leader of the senate, 
rose to explain 
his 
vote. 
Senator 


Brackett, iHinman, -Cobb, Davenport 
and Newcomb, all who have been 
prominent in the discussions growing 
out of the trial, answered with a_ 
monosyllable when the roll was call- 
ed. 
: 


Two of the senators who voted to 


sustain 'Senator Allds explained their 
votes by declaring that they felt com- 
pelled to disregard all collateral mat- 
ters and judge the case on the bare 
evidence and that they could not 
force themselves to the belief that 
the specific bribery charge had been 
proved. These men were Thomas P. 
Grady of (New York, Democrat, and 
Herbert B. Coats of Franklin, repub- 
lican. 


•Republicans, from only three of 


the districts where the so-called "re- 
publican Guard" holds forth, voted 
with senator Allds. They -were Sena- 
tor Coats, a new man who comes 
from the northern part of the state, 
where George B. Malby holds the 
reins; William J. Grattan of the Al- 
bany district, the stamping ground of 
William 'Barnes, Jr., and 'Hendrick 
Holden of Syracuse, -where 'Francis 
Hendricks, one of the republican war 
horses, is the leader.

A resolution

The scope of the investigation 
probably will enable the, -probers to 
go as far Into the past as they wish. 


Allds' resignation closes his case. 


All that the senate could have done 
after, sustaining the charges against 
him would have been! to put him 
ont, .and such a jmnishment his own 
act forstalled. Wnile_ bribery 
is 


crime' under the statutes, the allega- 
tions against Allds concerned some- 
thing that occurred ten .years ago,' 
and"the statute of limitation would 
prevent any criminal prosecution, had 
any one felt inclined to bring such

Taylor, passed during the special ses 
sion, has received the governor's sig 
nature, and is in shape 1'or initiation 
Tjy the people under the Taylor law 
amending the initiative and referen 
dum law ot' the first session. Con 
trary to general belief, the so-callec 
"grandfather" clause has no effect o 
law, 
and will not unless adopted by 


the people at the polls. 'Since it ha 
no legal import, it is doubtful wheth 
er the governor affixing his signature 
or his refusal to do so, would hav 
affected the proposition but as pre 
sented it came under the clause 
the constitution contemplating execu 
tive approval or disapproval of al 
measures in which the concurrent 
of both houses is necessary. 


Proposed for i'rlniiirj. 


Senator Taylor of Chickasha, In 


connection with the State democrat! 
executive committee, will circulate pe 
titions asking a vote upon the prop 
osition, as an amendment to the suf 
frage article of the constitution. It is 
planned to have it submitted at the 
primary election to be hel don Aug. 2 
so, if carried, will be 
effective 
for 


the general election set for 'Xo 
ber. It would have been referred tc 
the people by the legislature, had i 
been possible by the legislature, had 
it been possible to pass a resolution 
doing so, with tbree-foiirths of th 
votes affirmative, and in which event 
it could have then been submitted at 
a special election. By terms of tin 
law, a majoiity vote, which it did re- 
ceive, only a entitles a proposition to 
be voted upon at a general election 
This would not have served the pur- 
pose desired, hence the necessity for 
initiation and submission at a pre- 
vious voting time. 


Text of Clause. 


The following is the clause, which 


will be urged as an addition to Sec. 
tion 4, Art. Ill, of the Constitution: 


.N'o person shall be registered 
as 


an elector of this State, or be allowed 
vote in auy election held herein, un- 
less he be adle to read and write any 
section of the 
Constitution of 
the 


State of Oklahoma; but 
no 
person 


who was on Jan. 1, 1SC6, or at 
any 


time prior thereto, entitled to vote un 
der any form of government, or who, 
at that time resided in some foreign 
Nation, and no lineal descendent of 
such person shall be denied the .-ight 
to register and vote because of his in- 
ability to read and write sections of 
such Constitutions. Precinct election 
inspectors having in charge the reg- 
istration of electors shall enforce the 
provisions oj this section at the time 
of registration, provided registration 
be dispensed with, the provisions of 
this section shall be enforced by the 
precinct election officers when elect- 
ors apply for ballots to vote." 


Republicans Housed 


(Republicans have signified their in- 


tention of taking the "clause" to the 
Federal Court,' intending to prevent 
its being in effect for the general el- 
ection. That party will give 
battle 


in -November as it never has before, 
with the hope of changing complex- 
ions of the executweand 
legislative 


branches of the 
State Government, 


and it is obvious that it wants all its 
support represented. 


The outcome of a legal attack, how- 


ever, is not doubted by democrats 
The Oklahoma proposition is identical 
with that of Csorth Carolina save in 
two particulars, and the North Car- 
olina proposition has "stuck," not- 
withstanding a- series of attempts to 
overthrow it. Wherein it differs is 
providing the date, Jan. 1, 1S66," in 
place of "Jan. 1, 1876," and the ex- 
emption of persons "entitled to vote 
under .any form of government" prior 
thereto, in place of "any.state gov- 


eminent," as. the .Carolina provision 
reads. 
In the first place the date 


was moved up a year so as to in- 
clude Indian freedmen wfig were.gly- 
en suffrage, and citizenship during 
1866 and the extension to "any form 
of government," will protect the stat- 
us of the Indian who enjoyed the 
right of suffrage under the tribal 
(orms of government. 
If 
anything, 


the Oklahoma proposition is viewed 
as toeing Broader than that of North 
Carolina. 


Under Taylor law. 


The "grandfather" clause is to- be 


submitted under the Taylor act of 
the special session, fixes a procedure 
for submitting constitutional amend- 
ments or proposed laws to the peo- 
ple that are suggested to the people 
by concurrent resolution of the leg- 
islature. As understood the law 
plies to no other sort of referred or 
initiated matters, so that if there is 
conveyed, as is claimed an advantage 
for such amendments to the constitu- 
tion, or proposed laws, the situation 
is within control of the legislature. 
Probable abuse of the so-called ad- 
vantage was' the only reason for pro' 
test against passage of the Taylor 
act, 
emanating 
from 
democratic 


sources, and as resulted amounted to 
practically 
jiothing. 
It 
was made 


plain that the amendments could be 
applied to no proposition that had 
not first been suggested to the peo- 
ple by the legislature. Without the 
suggestion, the advocates contended, 
an initiated proposition would be re- 
quired to take the old course. Repub- 
licans will urge that this fact gives 
the law a "special" cast, and 'raise 
against it the constitutional provis- 
ion requiring that the legislature 
shall enact no special law where a 
general law can be made to apply.

omethi'ng over 37,000 signatures to 
nitiate an amendment to the consti- 
ution.
